The Senate Committee on Rules and Legislative Procedure, to which was referred Senate Bill No.  170,

has had the same under consideration and begs leave to report the same back to the Senate with the

recommendation that said bill be AMENDED as follows:

1 Delete the title and insert the following: 

2 A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning

3 health.

4 Delete everything after the enacting clause and insert the

5 following:

6 SECTION 1. IC 16-46-12-3 IS AMENDED TO READ AS

7 FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 2005]: Sec. 3. (a) The department

8 shall use money in the fund to:

9 (1) establish a program; or

10 (2) provide grants to programs;

11 to provide free human leukocyte antigen (HLA) testing, which is

12 administered to place an individual on a national bone marrow donor

13 registry and provide free testing to place an individual on a national

14 human organ donor registry.

15 (b) The program described in subsection (a) shall include a

16 provision that requires a person that performs a human leukocyte

17 antigen (HLA) test to:

18 (1) ask the individual who is being tested at the time of

19 testing whether the individual would like to be placed on a

20 national bone marrow donor registry; and

21 (2) place the individual's name and any necessary

22 information on a national bone marrow donor registry if the
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1  individual states that the individual would like to be included on

2 the registry.

(Reference is to SB 170 as introduced.)
